fields are comparatively of late origin, 
but for several years have produced 
splendid results, and these three berry 
growers have all they can do to sup- 
ply the wants and needs of the people

Miller made use of his far-sightedness 
away back in ihe 70's when he started j 
growing strawberries, and his small 
acreage during those years netted him 
from 
$1,500 to Si.000 ann/.ally. 
His 


business limits had not then grown 
beyond home trade, whereas he now 
ships to almost every town in central 
Illinois, and for several years the de- 
mand for Blue Mound berries has been i 
much greater than the ability to sup- j 
ply. 
During this, as well as former 


seasons, residents of Decatur and oth- 
er neighboring towns and cities have 
telephoned the •• orders, and the fruit, 
while yet solid and fresh from 
the 


vines, has been shipped to them on the 
first trains. 
Two -Hundred Pickers Engaged Har- 


vesting the Crop. 


At the M. Miller nursery 100 to 125 


pickers have been busily engaged for 
several weeks. 
J. 
t*. Nicholls has 


employed some seventy-five harvest- 
ers, anil E. T. Brewer, twenty-five. 
The strawberry industry at this point 
has reached such proportions of late 
years that people who formerly did not 
think of picking berries now look for- 
ward to the season as a means of earn- 
ing goodly sums, and from start to 
finish, men, women and boys and girls 
keep busily engaged, receiving for their 
services 1} cents per quart. 
It has 


been found that those under 12 years 
of age, through lack of proper Judg- 
ment rtt-.e to childhood notions and 
ideas, do not make satisfactory pick- 
ers, the best i /ckers being the young 
people ranging from 16 to 25. 


A fairly rapid picker can earn from 


SI.50 to $1.80 per clay, 120 quarts being 
considered a \ ery good rlay's work. 
However, ther* are pickers \vho gather 
as high as 150 to ISO quarts, the best 
picking recorded this season by one 
person being ]7I quarts. 
About 5 


o'clock in the morning the pickers be- 
gin to arrive, coming in ones, twos and 
half-dozen lots. 
As fast as they ar- 


rive they are supplied with carriers 
containing half-dozen and dozen' lots 
of quart boxes, and are assigned1 two 
persons to a n w, 
They are also tab- 


bed with tickets: which are punched at 
the berry hou-es according to the num- 
ber of quarts turned in. 
In this man- 


ner a perfect record of each and every 
picker's work is kept and settlement 
made thereby. 
During the past week 


wagons have been busily engaged In 
distributing case lots throughout the 
country and delivering great qualities 
of the fruit to dealers In nearby tOvTns. 


In the Pnloh. 


The Work. 


Work in the patch generally begins 


about 8 o'clock In the morning. The 
pickers are for the most part boys 
and girls from the city. 
They have- 


rot reached that age where they have 
an appreciation of the situation. Berry 
picking Is something of a joke with 
them although if there was no money 
to It they would not be there. 


Any person who has made an effort : 


to keep two or three boys or girls at 
\ 


work will have some conception of the j 
task of the man overseeing the work j 
when he has forty or more boys and 
girls 
pit-king 
strawberries.

the 


south where the fields are mere ex--i 
tensive, there are persons who make! I 
some pretentious to

pickers and they can, gather the crop 1 
with wonderful rapidity. 
Here boys j 


and girls may follow the work for t w o ] 
seasons but then they drift into some- 
thing else. 
That is because in this 


section there 
are 
opportunities 
for 


them to work In factories and stores 
as soon as they have reached the age 
limit, while In the south berry picking 
la one of the 
few things open to 


them. 


Boya «nd Girls Win. 


One day last week a visit to the 


farm of Frank Aiken showed forty 
boys and girls at work In a two-acre 
patch of strawberries. Dick Boneham, 
one of the oldest fruit men in this sec- 
tion, was oval-seeing the work and 
he was the busiest man on the place. 


If men or women would go into the 


patch with the determination to make 
money, they would in a few hours de- 
velop a oklll that 
would 
astonish 


themselves. 
Mr. Boneham said that 


he had known berry pickers to gatner 
140 quarts In a day but he regretfully 
added that the average of the force 
that he was contending with was not 
more than fifty quarts per day. The 
price paid is onn and a half cents per 
quart. 


Fait Work. 


One little girl who had commenced 


work f.t R o'clock and quit at 11 o'clock 
said that she had gathered a crate of 
berries (twenty-four quarts) for her 
morning's work. She had the appear- 
ance of, perhaps, eleven years. Anoth- 
\r girl, -"ifteen years old. said that 
she had picked eighteen quarts In the 
same length of time. 


The pickers have a small, light frame 


which holds six boxes and when they 
are filled the lot is carried to the 
shed a short distance away, 
whefe 


they are given to the person in charge. 
The picker is given tickets to Indi- 
cate the extent of the work done and 
later these tickets are turned In for 
cash. 


The Overseer. 


The man in the field overseeing the 


work as much as possible watches the 
work of the pickers to see that they 
Ret all of the ripe berries, that they do 
not gather unripe fruit and that it 
Is not "steminy." 
Thtit is no small 


(ask when there are so many pickers 
at work and there is so much terri- 
tory to be covered, with every moment 
or two some picked squealing "another 
row." 


The gathering of the fruit Is done 


systematically. 
When all of the ripe 


fruit has been gathered from one row 
the picker Is assigned to another one. 
They do not go into the patch and work 
hap hazard where they will. There Is 
work for the owner, not only in mov- 
ing constantly about seeing that the 
picking is properly done, but in keep- 
Ing them at It. On the slightest provo- 
cation they gather in one spot and 
hold a council of war about nothing 
arid when there Is an effort to break 
up the gathering .there is certain to 
be several demands "for "another row 
with an explanation, that the call was

said, will add greatly to cultivation of 
the plants, lessening the labor neces- 
sary to cultivation, weeding and run- 
ner cutting, formerly accomplished by 
means of hoe and shears. The accom- 
panying photos illustrate a group of 
merry pickers wgaged at the Miller 
nursery just previous to entering tne 
patch for a good day's pick; the other 
shows them busily engaged in the fas- 
cinating and enjoyable work in wnlcn 
fully one-fifth of the villagers engage, 
not to mention the great number of 
country residsnts who come in and 
participate in the harvest, some on 
the wage basis and others picking on 
the shares. 
The strawberry harvest 


usually commences about May 25, ana 
lasts five weeks, so that for several 
weeks yet to come the berry industry 
will be one of the liveliest In Blue 
Mound. 
The late berries promise a. 


prolific yield, and out of some eighteen 
or twenty different varieties which are 
being tested it Is hoped to secure good- 
ly crops of new kinds suitably adapt- 
ed to northern sol! and climate. Blue 
Mound is justly proud of Its strawberry 
industry, which Is known the country 
over for its goodly yield and exception- 
al quality of fiuit.

key, 
which is of a good race, used for 


rld'ing as well as breeding purposes, 
at a price varying from 150 to $200. 


3". The poor class of burden don- 


keys, found all over Egypt and cost- 
ing from $10 to $50. 


For riding as well as breeding, the 


upper Egyptian donkey is best. 
Its 


skeleton is thickset, its hindquarters 
are well shaped, and the shoulders 
are the strongest. 
It is usually white, 


and stands about 4 feet 10 Inches at 
the shoulder. It is used to hot as well 
as cold weather, and is fit for export. 
It 
would 
cost 
approximately $125 


apiece to ship these jacks from Egypt 
to New York, ns each one would have 
to be placed in a separate box and 
supplied with sufficient food for the 
voyage, which, with the probable ne- 
cessity for transshipment at Naples or 
Liverpool, would occupy a considerable 
amount of time.

nurserymen bought their cases kno^''- 
ed down, but have found of late r--.s 
that It pays to purchase constructed 
cases which come all ready filled with 
quart boxes, wire sewed. These prices 
have also been made possible owing to 
the shortage of the southern crop. 


Numerous Varieties Grown. 


Among the numerous and choice va- 


rieties grown by local nurserymen are 
the Warfield. Brandywine. Early Mi- 
chael (said to be one of the sweetest 
berries grown), Senator Bunlay, Glen 
Mary. Sample and Gandy. 
They are 


making a thorough test of several va- 
rieties of late berries which is very 
promising In all respects; 
For can- 


ning purposes there Is said to be no 
better berry thru the Dunlay and Gan- 
dy varieties, of which J. C. Nicholls 
grows great quantities. 
The growers 


do not make it a. rule to ship to the 
larger markets, such as Chicago and 
St. oLuls, as. owing to delay In trans- 
portation, the fruit becomes over-ripe 
and they are accordingly docked, some- 
times experiencing Difficulty in getting 
almost any price at all. 
They find 


they get a better price in nearer and 
smaller markets, where they can. sup- 
ply the fruit in its original perfect con- 
dition. J. C. N-ichoIls has.set out new 
fields of the plants which will In- 
crease his pat><\ to eleven acres an- 
other year. 
Martin Miller will have

had a large tract of land. 
That was

ily. 
He started to go back to his na- 


tive state, Ohio. 
On the journey east 


he stopped in Decatur. and he liked the 
place so well that he concluded to 
make this his home and he has re- 
mained here ever since. 


As a Contractor. 


He engaged in business as a con- 


tractor and builder, but his inventive 
genius was never Idle and lie devised 
and put on the market the Bramble 
Spring Rockaway bed, which had a 
large sale at that time. The invention, 
however, which brought hi mthe most 
tame and the greatest amount of mon- 
ey was what Is known as the Yale 
lock. 
That was in 1865.. The ideas 


which he had developed in that lock 
were appropriated by the Yale Manu- 
facturing company of Connecticut. 


That threatened to put him entirely 


out of the field. He began suit to re- 
cover for the fnfrlngment. That was 
a long- fight In the courts and expen- 
sive litigation, but in the end Mr. 
Bramble won and the courts held that 
he was entitled to protection, the fruits 
of his labor, aa the theory of the pat- 
ent law intended. 
The.--Yale company 


Continued to manufacture the lock, but 
not under, his name and for many years 
paid him royalty on every lock sold. 


Loved Polities. 


Never was there a man who loved 


the game of politics more than W. H. 
Bramble. 
Hla activity In that field 


continued long after he quit active 
business In other respects. 
He was 


never more happy than when In the 
thick of a. political contest and fairly 
revelled On election day, for he was a 
republican and in the, days of his 
greatest activity such a thing as a suc- 
cessful democrat In Macon county was 
even more rare than it is now and 
there Is nothing so pleasing In politics 
as success. 
When he was an active 


politician Mr. Bramble enjoyed 
the 


reputation of being able to bring- more 
individuals to the polls than any man 
In Decatur, and there wag never an 
election day when his services were 
not at the command of his party. He 
served as alderman from the Third 
ward a number of times, being first 
elected In 18C1, and after that he wa» 
re-elected on several occasion*.

A FEAR OF CONTEMPT

Springfield, 111., June 9.—That last 


night's secret meeting of the supreme 
court had to do with some matter

animal coming into his possession for 
sale, to the agent o£ tne live stock cx- 


j change who is stationed at the ynrds. 
For the convenience of the commis- 
sion merchant, a private telephone ex- 
change na.3 bee.n located in the yards, 
with a call box at each scale house, 
entering at the quarantine pen, where 


a man under the employ of the live 
stock exchange recehes the reports 
and in turn transmits them to the in- 
spector employed by the state of Illi- 
nois, giving the location of the pen con- 
taining the suspected animal. 


As soon as the Inspector receives this 


information ho goes to the pen and in- 
spects the animal, and if satisfied that 
no evidence of disease is present which 
would warrant the suspicion that the 
carcass would be unwholesome, the In- 
spector places a round metal tag' In the 
animal's ear, 
called 
a passed 
tag, 


which is a certificate of good health 
to that animal which then takes the 
ordinary course and Is sold the same 
as an animal without any evidence of 
disease about it.

If, on inspection, the animal is deem- 


ed suspicious a square tag is placed 
its ear und an employe of the state 
takes the animal lo the quarantine pen 
where it is placed under lock and-key 
and kept until a certain specified day 
In the week, when It Is taken by UK 
live stock exchange and transported 
to a speilal slaughter house to be sub- 
jected to post moi tern Inspection, whlcl 


conducted under the supervision o 


the state veterinarian of the state o 
Illinois, the government veterinarians 
under the bureau of animal Industry 
and an inspector of the board o£ health 
of tha city of Chicago, and If found taj 
them to ba free from evidences o£ dis 
ease which would render the carcas:
